A special report of the crop

porting board on April 20, indicated 
that 
farmers 
intended 
to

twelve per cent more acreage 
to 
cotton this year than they did last 
year. 
A group of w*eii known econ­ 
omists and statitsticians invited by 
Secretary W allace to consider 
the 
report estimated that on the basis 
of these intentions, making allow­ 
ance for abandonment, the cotton ac­ 
reage harvested in 1923, would be 
36,888,000 
acres. 
Their 
statement 
also concluded that If the yield per 
acre should prove the same as the 
average for the five years 1918-22, 
the total crop would be 11,810,000 
bales, and if the same as the high­ 
est yield it would be 12,770,000 bales. 
In making its forecast today, the 
department 
of agriculture 
pointed 
out that the final outturn may 
be 
larger 
or 
smaller, 
depending 
on 
whether conditions developing dur­ 
ing the remainder of the 
season 
prove more or less favorable to the 
crop than the average. 
Production last year was 9,761,817 
bales, two years ago 7,953,641 three 
years ago 13,439,603 and four years 
ago 11,420,763 bales.

A verdict of “guilty of embez­ 
zlement” was returned in the court 
of common pleas at Hannibal some 
months ago following the indictment 
of Hinton on two counts. 
The first count was on a charge 
of making away with and secreting 
jewelry valued at $1,575, the property 
of Altrogee, while the second count 
was for larceny. Hinton appealed to 
the supreme court when the Jury at 
Hannibal returned a verdict of guilty 
of embezzlement. He alleged that the 
verdict was not 
responsive 
to the 
issues presented to the jury. 
The 
opinion of the supreme court today, 
written by Justice J. T. White with 
all other justices 
coneurring, 
sus­ 
tains Hinton and declares that the 
verdict of the jury went too far in 
finding Hinton guilty of embezzle­ 
ment on the first count of the indict­ 
ment. 
Hinton is alleged to have gone to 
Altrogee’s store April 27, 1920 with 
his nephew Earl Hinton to look at 
some diamonds. 
He selected $1,575 
of the stones, according to the evi 
dence, but said he w*anted to have 
them appraised. He sent his nephew 
with them to Moberly claiming that 
he was unable to have 
the 
stones 
valued in Hannibal. 
The next day 
Altrogee called upon Hinton relative 
to the diamond but Hinton stated his 
nephew had failed to return. Before 
taking the diamonds from the store 
Hinton gave Charles Clark, a clerk in 
the store, two bankable notes, which 
he alleged were negotiable. Altrogee 
had Hinton arrested on the ground 
that the notes were worthless. Hin­ 
ton contended 
that 
Altrogee 
had 
nothing to do with the 
transaction 
and that Clark, the clerk, had carried 
on all the dealings with 
him. 
and 
that before Hinton’s arrest Clark had 
left Altrogee’s employment.

posal that a minimum of 200,000,000 
bushels of wheat be withdrawn by 
American farm ers from this year’s 
visible supply, In view of this coun­ 
try ’s indicated large surplus, placed

use of them: 
% 
Any pudding like rice, bread, 
left-over cake or plain custard, is 
richer and more tasty when dotted 
with bits of jam or Jelly, 
Milk toast is delicious served 
with blackberry or loganberry Jam 
or Jelly. 
A firm Jelly may be cut into 
squares to use In fruit salads, or to 
’ decorate cake frosting or ice cream. 
Jelly roll, Jelly tarts, jelly dough­ 
nuts and Jelly omelet are all easy 
to produce. 
Jam s and jellies are good to 
serve on waffles or griddle cakes; 
piled with butter and jelly between, 
they may be cut like pie and served 
as desserts. 
Rhubarb jelly is particularly good 
with ham. Grape, currant, mint and 
pineapple Jelly are served with 
meats. 
When serving game a spoonful 
of currant jelly added to the gravy 
makes a delicious sauce. 
Tiny 
baking 
powder 
biscuits, 
opened and spread with butter, then 
with Jam or jelly, make a tasty hot 
sandwich. 
Apple sauce or rhubarb sauce, 
with a few spoonfuls of strawberry 
jam added, makes an entirely dif­ 
ferent sauce. 
Crush strawberries and mix with 
equal parts of sugar, stirring until 
the sugar is entirely dissolved, then 
can in tight cans and keep In a 
cool place. 
These may be used In 
winter for strawberry shortcake. If 
too sweet add a little vinegar. 
Use rhubarb with various fruits 
—two parts of rhubarb to one of 
fruit such as strawberry, pineapple 
or raspberry, will make a delicious 
Jam, with not only the flavor of the 
fruit, but with the increase in bulk 
which the rhubarb gives.
